Your neighbor will see you anyway and you won't get out well either. 


I used a MFJ loop for a while. I mounted it on my third floor balcony. 
The only QSO I made was about 100 miles away and that was in the noise! 
The problem was the antenna was shielded by the building. 


If you are having TVI problems, filtering is the answer! Find out where 
you have interference, through the antenna or through the power lines. 
There are established cures for each.

Then find out if any rules have changed since you ‘came under' the 
influence of the HOA. 


Now, if you can show that others don't follow the rules, and they are 
not chastised for it, you can make a very strong case that the rule 
no longer applies. 


If you can show that something like a HAM antenna is restricted 
unreasonably, then you might also have a case. But the only times 
I've heard of that is when they do something silly like allow HAM 
antennas but restrict them to something like 20 feet. 


However, if the restriction that's affecting you is based on a deed 
restriction or a covenant, then it probably won't matter. It will be 
tough cookies. 


But in ALL cases, find out the info first. Then I'd talk to a LOCAL 
attorney to find out what is a reasonable and realistic expectation of 
what you can expect to be up against. THEN and only then try to 

push the rules to where you want them to be.

Sometimes I go fishing. Feed the fish some worms, and when they decide 
to get hooked to meet me, I thank them, wish them a great day, and I 
throw them back 

in the water. On the way home I may pick up some shark steaks for 

diner. Kinda silly when you think of it....... spending all that money on 
gear and bait and the time it takes to get to the fishing spot and wait 
for those darn fish to bite. And above all, all this just to throw back 
the catch of the day and then spend even more money to eat some fish. 
Only humans can come up with such silly concepts. We should be more 
efficient....because we can, right? 


VVVV VV VV VV MV 


To follow your analogy about fishing, some people fish because they 
need the fish to eat, others fish for the enjoyment of fishing. For 
the hobby fisherman, as you describe, the fish itself is not the 
purpose. Some people I know joke about fishing without baiting the 
hook, just so they don't catch anything. The enjoyment is just 
getting out on the water and relaxing. But to someone who needs the 
fish to eat, or to sell to make a living, there is no romantic 
attachment to the act of fishing, or the fish, it is just a job. 


QSLing is like that. If you are after an award, the only reason you 
want that card is to complete the requirement for the award. You are 
not emotionally attached to the piece of paper. Replacing it with 
another means of verification is okay, especially if it eases the 
burden on those who supply the QSOs for those who chase awards. But 
if you want to commemorate a QSO that means something to you with a 
handwritten exchange of information, then a paper QSL is entirely 
appropriate. Better yet, send a letter. Include a photo. 


Just because some people fish for enjoyment and some fish to survive, 
doesn't make one or the other wrong. Nor should one threaten the 
other's existance. 


The same is true for paper QSLs versus electronic verification. They 
are similar, yet different and one should not threaten the existance 
of the other. You are free to send paper QSLs as long as you like. 
You are free to streamline your award verification using modern 
technology. Neither one invalidates the other. Do both if you want. 


I just received cards in the mail this past week (direct) from Djibouti, 
Burkina Faso and Namibia. Awesome pictures, handwritten notes, 
remembering the nice contact we had with the card in the hand. I know 
this young fella who collects stamps and I can just imagine how happy 
he'll be when he gets these stamps. 


I have gotten to know a number of people over the air in my Ham 


career. There have been some memorable QSOs. I have QSL cards that I 
remember and enjoy looking back on. But let's not wax too poetic on 
them. The bulk of all the QSOs I have ever made are mundane and 
routine. Especially contest and DX QSOs. I'm lucky if I can remember 
the operator's name the next day, without looking in the log. Unless 
I'm chasing an award, I don't need their W4MPY or "Little Print Shop" 
cookie-cutter QSL card that looks like every other one. And that they 
only sent because they need mine for some award. QSLing for 90% of 
QSOs is an expensive drudgery that is totally unnecessary if 
electronic verification is available. Let's save the expensive, 
custom-color picture QSLs for the memorable QSOs and handle the guy 
who only wants to fill in another spot on his WAS chart 
electronically. 


>Right now I'm reading "Hello World", a book that wouldn't exist in a 
world consisting of only eQSLs and Trusted QSLs. Or how about looking at 
all the cool cards on the wall when you visit a fellow ham's shack. It 
speaks. It speaks of great distances which take radio waves only a 
fraction of a second to conquer, but days or weeks to travel. The sense 
of a 4th dimension handed to you by hamradio, made tangible by a card. I 
pick romance over efficiency any time! :) 


VV VV VV MV 


Let's imagine the authors of "Hello World" had come across a shoebox 
of excess QSLs left over from a big contester. Thousands of cards - 
all looking the same, computer printed labels with the QSO 
information generated by logging software. The book wouldn't exist 
then either. They would have been so bored, they would never have 
written it. 


Those are the QSLs that will be replaced by electronic verification. 
The memorable ones have nothing to be worried about. 


So keep on arguing in favor of traditional paper QSL cards. You're 
absolutely right. And those in favor of electronic verification of 
QSOs for awards purposes may keep on arguing the merits of that. They 
are absolutely right too. You see, you are both arguing about two 
different things, not two sides of the same thing. You are both 
right. You're just different kinds of fishermen.
